the smooth surface of the pedestal is 
a curious outline, which can l« e easily 
Imag ined to he a foot of normal size. 
T he people who say Hint It Is a foot 
believ e in the leg end which has oft 
been told In Buoksport. 
The story is thnt Colonel Jo nath an 
Buck was a v ery harsh man and the 
leading spirit in Ids day and g enera­ 
tion. 
He w as the hig hest In civ il au­ 
th o rity . and Ids word was law In the 
fornmunlty In whl< h he resided. 
He 
was an out and out Puritan, and to 
him w itchcraft was the incarnation of 
Thus, so the story g oes, 
when a certain woman w as accused of 
witchcraft, at the first clamoring * of 
the populace Colonel Buck ordered that 
she be imprisoned, and lite r she was 
sentenocsl to I*» executed as a witch. 
The execution day ca.ne. and the 
woman went to the g allows, cursing 
her Judg e with such terrible words 
that the people shudderisl, but the 
m ag istrate stood unmov ed. 
All was 
ready, and the hang m an w’as about to 
jierform his duty, when the wromnn 
turned to Colonel Buck, and, raising 
One hand tow ard heav en, she said: 
"Jonathan 
Buck, 
listen' to 
these 
words, tTie last my tong ue shall utter 
It Is ihe spirit of the only I h lng God 
which bids me spook to you. 
You will 
soon die. and ov er your g rav e they will 
erect a stotie, that nil may know the 
■|K» t where your bones lie and crum ble 
to dust. 
“T’pon th a t stone the imprint of my 
foot shall appear, and for all time, a ft­ 
er your accursed race has v anished 
from the fuce of the earth, will the 
people from far and near know that 
you murdered a w oman.” 
She then turned to her executioners, 
and another act transpired to m ake s 
part of American colonial history. The 
‘‘witch curse'’ had been almost forg ot­ 
ten until the m onument w as erected to 
the founder of Bucksport. 
It had lieen In position hardly a 
month when a fa int outline w as discov ­ 
ered ou It. 
It g rew more and more dis­ 
tinct, until some person made th e dis­ 
cov ery that It was the outline of 
a 
foot. The old leg end w as rev iv ed. 
They said that the “w itch’s curse” 
bad been fulfilled. 
An attem pt was 
made to remov e the stain, but ev ery 
effort only tended to m ake It plainer. 
The Imprint of the foot Is there today 
as plain as ev er. 
A m ateur photog ra­ 
phers hav e taken pictures of It, and a 
v isit to the Buck cem etery to see the 
i-“ witch's foot" is one of the pastim es of 
ev ery sum m er v isitor to the pretty lit­ 
tle town.—New York World.

Three Men With One Hand—Augus­ 
tus the Stro ng o f Sax o ny Carried a 
Ho rae and Its Rider o n Hie Back. 


Curiously enoug h, * larg e percentag e 
of the notably strong men of 
histo ry 
hav e l*een of ro y al blo o d. One o f the 
earliest 
o f tht» He royal athlete* 
wa* 
Maximiami*, culled “ Mnximtnnu* H er­ 
cules" because of 
hi* g reat Htrcng th. 
He was the sou of a peasant and had 
an eno rtno UH physiq ue, 
lie l» ecame n 
co mmo n soldier and was finally made 
enq >eror by acclaim of hi* fellow sol­ 
diers during a stormy period of Ro­ 
man histo ry . 
Maxlinianu*' 
streng th 
wa* 
prodi­ 
g ious. 
It wa* *nid that on foot he 
could run down a fox, that he could 
lift three men with one hand and that 
by g ripping the wheel of a chariot 
w 1th one fing er he could resist the pull 
of three horse*. 
Like most men of 
g reat physical streng th, Maxlinianu* 
was u h<**v y eater. 
History records 
that 
ids daily allowance was forty 
pounds of meat and eig hteen bottles of 
wine. 
Aug ustu* the Strong of Saxony wa* 
another of these royal Samsons. 
He 
would 
o ften seize tw o of his courtiers, 
g rasping one with his rig ht hand and 
another with his left, holding them up 
at a rm ’s leng th and playfully tw irling 
them about. 
On one occasion the horse ridden by 
one of hi* attendants became balky 
and refused to budg e. A fter some min­ 
utes of coaxing the king dismounted, 
placed his H erculean shoulder under 
the horse’s chest, g rasping it by the 
fore leg s, and calmly walked aw ay 
tv 1th both horse and rider. 
This re­ 
markable perform ance w as witnessed 
by a num ber of courtiers and a ttend­ 
ants. 
Kiug Richard of Eng land ("Coeur de 
Lion” ) had trem endous streng th. 
D ur­ 
ing his captiv ity In G erm any he g av e 
a terrible dem onstration of his physical 
powers. 
The sou of one of the w ard­ 
ens was a youth locally renowned for 
his m uscular streng th and In his as­ 
surance iuv ited the royal captiv e to un 
exchang e of buffets. 
The ¿ouug man 
by a cast of the dice won the rig ht to 
the first stroke and struck the king a 
stag g ering blow ou the side of tho 
head. Jt w as then the king ’s turn, and 
he landed a blow jus t behind his op- | 
poneut’s ear so heav y that the man | 
w as instantly klik'd. 
This Incident Is used in Sir W alter 
Scott’s famous historical nov el “ Iv an- 1 
hoe,” w here King Richard, the “Black ! 
K nig ht,” and th« Jolly outlaw F riar 
Tuck 
hav e an exchang e of buffets, 
without, howev er, any fatal result. 
Dom Pedro I., em peror of Brazil, is 
also on the list of royal strong men. | 
On the occasion of a carniv al he a r­ 
rang ed m atters so that he w as stand- 1 
ing on the bow of the royal barg e be­ 
tw een tw’o of his stateliest courtiers. 
Suddenly in the midst of the festiv ities 
the king reached out. g rasped a court­ 
ier w ith each hand. and. a fte r holding 
them for a few moments sq uirm ing In 
the air and beg g ing to be released, he 
relaxed hi* g rip and allowed them to 
drop plump Into the water, am id the 
frantic applause of the hug e crowd 
th at had assembled to v iew their mon­ 
arch. 
The king joined heartily In the 
g eneral hilarity, but w hat the drenched 
courtiers thoug ht about this exq uisite 
joke Is not recorded. 
Feter the G reat of Russia, like C har­ 
lemag ne, possessed g reat physical as 
well as mental power. 
H is years of 
work as blacksm ith and ship carpen­ 
ter had so dev eloped a naturally pow- 


j erful physiq ue th a t he was believ ed to 
be the strong est man in Russia. 
T he story 
Is told that 
a 
certain 
blacksm ith In a little country tow n had 
boasted thnt he xv as the only black- 
| sm ith In the world who could lift his 
own anv il. 
T he einperor. hearing of 
J the blacksm ith’s boast, disg uised him ­ 
self as a workm an and with a sing le 
* com panion sot out for the blacksm ith’s 
! v illag e. 
On learning of their errand 
the blncksm fh w ithout a word laid- 
aside Ids taoip and rrasplng the anv il 
with his braw ny hands: lifted it with 
g reat effort about a foot from the floor. 
Then Peter tool* hold of the anv il, 
rajsed It a foot, two feet, three, hig her 
and hig her. tiTj he flnaljy sw ung tt to 
his shoulder and calmly walked aw ay

Charlem ag ne xv as Rsttd to be th e most 
powerful man physically of his time.

G reat w as the late Cz$ r Aldxahdef III..

which fie would bend Almost double 
w ith his powerful fing ers. 
Alexander was also fond of breaking 
horseshoes. and It Is said he nev er 
fouhtj one he could nq t break In two. 
H e could take tv ^o^ fresh packs of cards 
a nd’ by g ripping the ends with his 
hands.tear thefia « freig ht dow n throug h 
th e middle.
